My Dear Sir: In answer to your 
inquiry with regard to lights on 
vehicles, other than automobile, per- 
mit me to state: The law directs) 
that all vehicles propelled by ani-| 
mal power, not mankind, while on 
the public highway, whether in op-| 
eration or otherwise, during the pe- 
riod from a half thour after sunset | 
to a half hour before sunrise, ee 
carry at the left side of such ve- 
hicle a lighted lamp, visible front | 
and rear and from the left, under 
normal atmospheric conditions, for | 
a distance of not less than 200 feet; 
and also that every motorcycle, or 
bicycle, while on the public ‘high- 
way, whether in operation or other- | 
wise, shall carry one lighted lamp, | 
showing a white light, visible under | 
normal atmospheric conditions at 
least two hundred feet in the di- 
rection toward which such motor- 
cycle or bicycle is facing, and shall 
also carry at the rear of such motor- 
cycle or bicycle one red light, or 
one reflex mirror, plainly visible 
from the rear.
